Relatives Here Hold Grudge Because 


of Information He Gave Police 


Recently. 


/ The office of the Salem Gas Light 
Co. at No. 4 East Main street was en 
tered some time Sunday night 
by 
parties 
yyno gained 
access to the 
-afe and made away w ith about $73. 
Entrance was effected by prying open 
door a t the rear of 
the building. 
Aside from the contents of the safe 
nothing about the office 
seems to 
have been disturbed. 
The robebry was discovered about 
t. o'clock Monday morning by Supt. 
E. H. Schnierle when he opened the 
office and discovered 
the safe door 
standing open. 
He at 
once notified 
the other parties connected with the 
office force, and a« exam ination de­ 
veloped that the mcmey draw er of the 
safe had been opened and about $53 
in cash and $18 or so in checks had 
been taken. 
The rear door, through 
which entrance had been gained by 
prying off the staple which held the 
latch, was closed, and otherwise the 
stock, books, 
etc., 
about the office 
were unmolested. 
It is probable that the robbery oc­ 
curred early 
Sunday 
night, 
as no 
iraces of the burglars, sucn as tracks 
in the snow, were found following the 
discovery of the robbery. 
The safe is 
a small one. and is opened by m eans 
of a large key, which is kept secreted 
at the office. 
This 
key had 
been 
found, and evidently by some person 
who knew its hiding place, as noth­ 
ing appears to have been disturbed 
in the search for it. 
It was left, in the 
safe door, which was standing open 
this morning. 
Supt. Schneirle 
was 
at the office 
about 6:30 Sunday evening, at which 


time the office was left as usual. 
The 
amount taken 
was 
larger 
than is 
usually kept in the office safe, having 
accum ulated from 
Saturday evening 
payments. 
The police were called in 
on the case, ami Chief ’Turner tuade 
an exam ination this forenoon. 
So far 
there is no clue to the identity of the 
robbers.

burglarized 
some time during Friday night, the 
lock on the front door being forced 
with a large iron bftr. 
The office was 
thoroughly ransacked, and about $3 
in change, a num ber of 25 cent stam p 
books, a bill book and a num ber of 
postal cards taken. 
Other small arti 
cles are missing, but as Postm aster 
, Fowler has no safe iri the office 
he 
keeps the money, stam ps, etc . at the 
bank, and the com paratively 
small 
supply of stam ps kept a t the office 
; was so carefully concealed that the 
robbers failed to find them. 
It. is thought th at two or more per­ 
so n s were in the party, and the raid 
was general. 
The store or K irk

Arnold was entered later, and a small 
am ount of 
money 
taken. 
In their 
efforts to open the 
large fireproof 
safe In this store the burglars dam­ 
aged It considerably, 
and they also 
raided the dental 
office 
of Dr. Coe, 
where little was taken. 
The p a rty ‘made its escape 
from 
town In a horse 
and 
sleigh which 
¡they stole from 
the 
barn of D. L. 
Sanzenbacher. 
So far ^here is no 
clue to their Identity, or where they 
went to from here.
